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PREFACE. 

WITH the single exception of James Fenimore 
Cooper, William Gilmore Simms stands as 
the foremost of American novelists. In fact many 
of his works surpass the minor work of that writ- 
er, and only the best of Cooper's surpass such 
works as Guy RiverSf MeUicbampe^ The Yemassee^ 
and The Kinsmen^ among the most popular of 
Simms's writings. 

Bom in Charleston, S. C, in 1806, Simms began 
a long and notable literary career by courting the 
muse. As a poet however he is almost forgotten, 
and few if any of his verses are to-day read by any 
but a handful of delvers into the beginnings of our 
early poetic literature. Fortunately for American 
Letters the young poet soon turned his attention 
to a field where more could begained both in fame 
and from a pecuniary standpoint. He gave his 
time and attention to fiction, and became and still 
stands among the most popular of the early novel- 
ists of his country. His first work of fiction was 
Martin Faber^ the Story of a Criminal. It was 
successfiil, and started the author upon a brilliant 
career as a historical novelist, a calling in which 
only Cooper has surpassed him among American 
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writers. To attain this prominence was not an 
easy matter, for he had to contend for supremacy 
with such writers as Ingraham, F. W. Thomas, 
Timothy Flint, Robert W. Bird, author of Calavar^ 
and several others of equal power. He however 
succeeded in outranking them all, and where his 
works are to-day still read to a large extent theirs 
have long been forgotten. Simms was also a suc- 
cess as a historian, as his History of South Caro- 
lina will attest, and his Li& of Captain John 
Smith, his biographies of the Chevalier Bayard, 
Nathaniel Greene and Francis Marion place him 
among the first of American biographers. 

Without a single exception I think that Simms 
was the most voluminous writer that America has 
produced, his separate works alone reaching a 
total of over eighty titles, while his magazine ar- 
ticles and editorials cannot now be gathered to- 
gether, so numerous are they. 

That the name of Simms stood high among his 
contemporaries is evidenced by the praise be- 
stowed upon him by the author of The Raven. 
Poe said of him: "He has more vigour, more im- 
agination, more movement, and more general 
capacity than all our novelists (save Cooper) com- 
bined. '* High praise, indeed, from one who was 
not over lavish in bestowing it upon his contem- 
poraries. 

In compiling this list I have endeavored to secure, 
where possible, line for line titles and complete col- 
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lationSy especially of the earlier and more tincom- 
mon books. I have made no eflfort to secure titles 
of any but the first editions, as most of the novels 
were issued in numerous editions, some being still 
in print. No attempt has been made to collect a list 
of the writings which have appeared in magazines 
and newspapers, as such a task is almost impos- 
sible at this time, and few collectors seem to care 
about anything save separate publications. 

In the compilation of this work I have received 
the kind assistance of Harry L. Koopman of 
Brown University Library, where most of the 
poetical publications can be seen ; Mr. Daniel Par- 
ish, through whose kindness I was enabled to see 
the fine collection of Simms's works in the New 
York Historical Society, and Mr. Victor H. Paltsits 
of the Lenox Library, who is always willing to 
extend to the utmost the help at his command to 
farther American Bibliography. For the kindness 
shown to me by these gentlemen I am most grate- 
ful, and wish to thank them most sincerely.
